Tho DEI. attended this school up to 1929, v/hen he was 
transferred to Ziol to toko his matrioi there, and in 
193o ho took his matrio, at the Oborroalsohule om KUnigs- 
weg at Kiol.

Ho was still a member of this organisation at the time 
of capitulation/ In the Hitler jugend organisation the 
DETr worked with journalistic jobs for tho Juvonilo Press 
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in Gormcny. In rcp-lity this uiaonntocl to a Sort of 
sduoational work. 

In the sumor of 1936 iho IE!!?,, octmo to BtDrlln to tnko 
oiiargo of Prossedionst "Ostraim”, which snppliod (Jormon 
papers abroad with mtorial, Prossodionst vforked along 
a social politiodl end wollforo intorost lino, Tho 
articles woro for tho- most sont to Goman minority 
papers in the Balkans and in Poland, Simultanoously with 
bolng tho edit or of tho Prosoodionst tho BET, porsonally 
wrote artioloa to the v£)r ions papers. %liilo doing this 
ho was also a nomber of .the Hitler Jugond , and his job 
hero was: to oo^operato vrtth the Banish youth movements. 

The BET, also wrote art ioloS to various Gorman papers

§ 3 , A job was offered the BET, in Pobrunry 1937 as 
a "Roforont" at Eabassador Ribbontrop • s H,Q, Ribbon trop 
was at this timo Gorman Embassador In London, Tho BET, 
was offered this job by tho minis tor, JLiRT IN LUTHER, 

LUTHER lat or bocGmsi Vioo-Soorotary of Stato, 

Tho BET, *s prinoipal, fnnotion we® to work with end rspro- 
sont Germany in various Gormon-Soandinavion associations 
whioh all worked undor the central leadership of 
"Voroinigung zwlsohehs taatlioho Vorbtinde , Of those 
the following ocn bo montlonod: "Bonish-Goi^on Assooiation'* 
"Swedish-Gormnn Aosooiation", "Pinnish-German Association" 
and "Norwegian-Gomnn Association", 

The object of those associations was to establish a 
closer co-operation botwoon Germany’ and the Scandinavian 
countries. 

As a referent tho BET.'s function was also to koop him- 
self informed as to what was written in the Scandinavian 
papers and periodicals, and the BET, gave a. summary of 
this to W:.RTIN LUTHER, In basea of major iriportanoe 
this oollatod matorial was forwarded to the Press Bopt, 
of the foreign ministry. 

In the course of his work,. • the BET, constantly come into 
olosor oontaot v/iidi tho Press Offioo of tho foreign 
ministry, and ultimately ho got a job horo. It . was 
when RIBBENTROP's Berlin Hi Q» was analganatod with the 
foreign, minis tsy after. RIBBENTROP* s appointment as 
foreign uinistor.

Tifhon the DEI'- was oe.lj.ed up in 1943 in Pobruary, he was

Towards the close of Soptomber 1943 the DET. was woundod 
and sent to military hospital in Saoheon^ tho "Hesorvo- 
lazarot Kloin Wolka, whoro ho was an In-pationt for 
4 weeks, /J?ter this ho was disohargod from the hospital 
and sent back to Praguo - to an Ersatz 2Ibtlg, Prom

In November 1944 the DET,. was transferred to SS-Stondorte 
"Kurt Eggers" (Krlegsberichtarabteilung) in Borlln. 

His Job here was to givo the press a dally bird ’ s eye 
view of tho ruling conditions, and ho had this work up 
to March 1945, at v/hioh. tine he was ordered to servo 
in No3way,. It was intended i?hat the SET, should work 
with Gorman front reports^ : which ho was to offer tho 
Norwegian press » Tho . DET, > .was, sent to Norway to oxanine 
the market, whereupon ho was to return to Berlin and 
mako a statomont on the subject. 

Towards the ond of April 1945 the DET, loft Norway, it 
bolng his J^tention to go to Berlin to hand in tho 
reports abwt tho work in Norway^ but ho. was detained 
in Gopenhagon and has stayed hero up to tho capitulation. 

In Goponhagon tho DET, stayed at his brother's. This 
brother SS-OborsoharfCthror. GEORG IvESISSHER hod a club 
flat at 62 ,YQ 6 tors 0 hus,; ond hero tho .DET,.* s wife also 
livod, because the DET,i‘s flat at 17.BongtasvoJ had been 
let In the fall of 1944* .

§ 7* The DET. explains' that in the uonth 6f March 1933 
has jollied S.»A«. in Plohshnrg, and ho was a.nouhor up 
to 1934 » at which tine ho was tronsTorrod *(10 Hitlerjugond, 
and he thus autonatloally had to leave the S 4 A« 

The DET. was c private nonher of the S.A. and as suoh 
he was . entitled to vioox a unif oni hut not orus. He 
participated in one or. two nt'-rohos, hut he soon got 
an exemption from this, hooauso his work as a jotimallst 
took all Ills time. 

§-■8. On acoount of his interest in juvenile wellfnro 
tile DET. • joined the Hitler jugond as a private nonhor In 
the summer 1934 in Plenshurg, and he continued to ho a 
nenher of this organisation up to the tine of capitula- 
tion in May 1945. After the DET. had moved to Berlin 
in 1936, he was promoted GofolgsohoftsfUhfor, and ho 
kept this ronlc up to 1942, when ho was appointed Stam- 
ftthror in the Hitler jugond organisation, 

From 1936 and up to the Dot, getting a joh in HIBBENTROP's 
Berlin H,Q. in 1937 his function had heeh. to seek co- 
operation with Scandinavian youth novononts such as 
"The Finnish Boyaeouts”, "Swedish Youth", ''The voluntary 
Norwegian labour Sorvloo" and "The voluntary Danish 
hoys’ brigade" . 

Apart from this the DET. also wrote a number of articles 
for the Hitler jugend papers inside the Gorman Reiohs- 
gehet, hut, he did not write articles to foreign juvenile 
publications, Tho DET, made a lot of round tours to 
Scandinavia to keep up the contact with the Norwegian 
youth organisations, and on one of these tours he 
visitod Ooponhagon in 1936, and here he oontaotod "tho 
voluntary Dtpiish hoys' brigade at the office in Copen- 
hagen. This organisation was in point of fact very 
ready to lot nomhors of "the voluntary Danish hoys' 
brigade" visit Goimony, and in return on equal humhor 
of Hitler jugond should visit Donnark, hut this plan, 
howeVor, never matorialieod. It is thought this was 
due to tho fact that "the voluntary Danieh hoys’ brigade" 
was very busily engaged with making youth camps (holiday 
centres in Denmark }. 

Daring this visit tho DET, also visited Mr,y*RNB S0RENSI2I * ‘ 
(editor of tho Ooponhagon daily MQRGENBLADET, translator’s 
noto), whom the DET. had mot in Oopenhatisn on former

Tho DET. was appointed loader of Pros o-Dlonst 
"'Cetraun" , which had its hood office In Bdrlln;- in tho 
eumer of 1936. Pross Dlcnst "Ostraun" oohsidtod by 
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virtue of its economic- support from Hitler jugend and a 
minor support from a department of tlio home ministry, 

©iG support or' grant from the hom(? ministry (Ministry of 
Home Affairs) was. given' booauao this body was interested 
in juvenile eduoation problems, and the publications of 
the press sorvioo were xised as readers 'and correspondents' 
school materials in the juvenile education work, • 

Prom merely jouxnalistio point of view the mission of this 
instruction v/as to supply the various Gerraan minority 
papers '.in the Baltic States, TolCnd, the Balkans and 
Blsaos-lorraine with material. The largest purchaser was 
.the "Bulcaroator Tagobiatt", Among the other Gonaon 
papers the BET, mentions "Rigasohe Rundschau", "Rovalsoho 
Zoituhg", "Bromberger Zeittung" and the Sudetio-Goman 
papers "Die Zeit" and "Eumburgor Zeittung".

HrQ,: aoooptod this offer. 

The bureau was sot up by RIBBENTROP in 1935, and it was 
supposed to handle his Interests in Berlin, while ho was 
at tho Embassy in London. Tho object of this office wm 
to - along linos of cultural work - koop up friondly 
relations and/or bontaots with the various oountrios in 
Europe . 

Hoad of this offioo waw tho aforesaid EtJTEER end the 
minister von RATJMBR.. LUTHER who was tho BET.'s chief . 
hod a sort of supervising function with regard to tho 
various Gorman political organisations’ v/ork abroad. 

Tho object was that all this work should bo ocrrlod out 
along the linos laid by tho central body controlling 
German foreign policy. .Thus o certain ohook was kopt on 
the relations between "iPrauensohaft" "Hitler jugend" and 
"Studontenschaft" and iiioir foreign oontaots, booausa it 
somo times happonod thht those organisations orrongod 
mootings or visits with thoir foreign oonnqotions T^thout 
, informing the foreign ministry, or tho minister or embassa- 

dor in q^uestion. 

§ 13. The BET.^s work oonsistod in supervising what tho 
various cultural associations who woro worlclng in tho 
Northern oountr^s were doing. 
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The QSQpoiatione euporvlBod by tho DE!f. weret

'»SwedlBh~(xoriann assooiation", "Norweginn-OorLian association”

Tilings of opoolal intorost inaids thess orgonieatlons wore 
reported to liiyRTIlT EUTKSH; vvho passed on the intelligence 
to the forei^ Blnlstry. if the natter was of major Import. 

As a "Roforont” In tho •'Dionststollo EIBBMTROP'' the IfflT.’s 
job was also to keep hlmsolf informed with up to date news 
as, to what tho various Soandinavian papers wore writing 
and to give MiRTIN IUTHER a. summary of this. In oases Of 
major import this intolligonoo was passed on to tho foreign 
minister. 

Of the artioleo publishod in Danish by Danish journalists 
the DET. remembers that RIOOLAJ BLEDEL* s articles in 
Berlingsko . Tidendo aroused a certain amount of indignation 
in Gorman birelos.

ED IR THE GERlIAimiens'tstollo RIBBEKTROP was-amalgcaatod with the foreign

The appointment In tho foreign ministry's press section 
was given in the beginning of 1939, and tho DET, kept 
this job up to tho end of iiu^st that year.

ihe.DEI.’s funotlon was ;to peruse. tho Danish papers every- 
norMng and to give the .'foreign ministry "a bird’s eye 
view" of the contents by telephone to Berlin. 

It was also part of the DBT.’s duty to endeavour to 
oontaot people in the Danish press world in view of promoting 
G-erman interests through persuading the Danish press to 
bring German picture material and if possible to get the 
papers to write friendly artioles on various German 
conditions. Dhls last mission gave the PET. quite a lot 
of worry partioularly before April 9th, 194 o. 

After his arrival the PET, first and foremost paid an 
offlolal visit to tho press bvireau of the Panlsh foreign 
ministry, but he did not oall on the various editors 
before, after April 9th, 194o, in as much as he thought it 
tiseless in view of the" faot . that PHIEPIIT2 had already 
established these personal oontaots, and the PET. did not 
want to give the Panish press men the impression that "^o 
distinct factors were worjcing, 

^ 1^ Re the German oooupatl on of Penmark on April 9th, 

?b, the PET, makes the following statements He did not 
know that tho ocoupation was to take place, but a few 
days before the oooupation a oivillan man by the name of 
jglEMER oame to the legation, and it later proved that he 
was a major general, HIEMEffi dallied about tho Legation, 
but as far as the PET. could see, he did nothing at all, 
but the Legation oiroles were aware of the faot that some 
political move was at the threshold. However, it was 
impossible for the PET* to find out what this move was 
to be, 

At 3 o’clock in the mornjng on April 9th, 194 o, the PET, was 
©tailed to tho Legation by telephone. When the PET, 
arrived in the Legation i:t was zumoured that a German 
oooupation of Penmark was pehdlng, but it was not before 
the aeroplanes over Oopenhhgen were seen and heard that 
the mlnlstor von EEHTHE-PIDK balled the staff together and 
told them about the oooupation as, a fait aoaompli. 

§17. The minister told the LET, that he aooording to 
tKe wish of the fcreigh y^l^ wah to handle the press 
work of the Legation alone., and that Proas-Bolrat PRIEPLITZ 
was to be used for other work, Tho minister asked the 
LET., to hand in a plan on the coming oc-operatlon with 
the Danish proas.

Ohlof of this burocut ESmmro,. The DET. and ESKEimD 
agreed tipon a plan of oo-oporation with the press. The 
idea was tliat the Danish press should sot up a press 
oomnittee to control that no onti-Gormcn intorcsts were 
published or any matoriol dotrimontal to Wehrmaoht interests 
in Denmark, viz. in view of ZBMEEl.'IAlW's domonds. 

The proas oonmiitteo was to oonsist of 5 representatives 
of the Ooponhagon Press and 5 representatives of the 
provinoial pross. Tlio press oommittoo was to send out a 
promeinorla to every editor in Denmark, and this note was 
to explain the German demands with regard to the futxire 
attitude of the pross. Every ohiof editor was‘ to sign a 
statement to tho prose oommittoo to the of foot that the 
oommitteo had a right to fine tho papers and to sontonoe 
them to a forfeiting of papers, tolegrams otq. 

Tho DET.'s idea was that press committee should bo the 
sentencing instanoo, because tho German authorities could 
not intorforo in purely punitive moastir§s, in rosppot of 
tho f dot that Denmark in aooordiuioo with the promise given 
was to keep their superiority. 

$ 18. On tho loth of April tho DET. invited tho roprosen- 
to^ives of tho pross to a lunch at tho Palaoo Hotel, In 
the oourso of this lunch tho DET. made a speech in which 
ho gave a pioturo of the situation and at tho same timo 
stressed that it was desired that tho press should maintain 
i5s natural faoo and not bo unifoxmod. 

In tho eubsoquont disoussion between the representatives 
of tho pross ajid tho foreign ministry's pross bureau it 
was Qgrood upon that tho DET-'s Idoa was to be followed. 

Tho further disoussion rras to toko placo botwoon the 
press bureau vond the papors. 

§ 1^9 . After a mooting at tho Dalnco Hotel tho editor of 
Borrfngsko Tidondo, SVEN AAGB LUND, asked whether tho 
Germans wore oontomplating any action against tho editor 
NIEOLAJ BLimEL, booatise the DET.. had told ESEEIUND in 
the foreign ministry's pross bureau that there wore some 
difficulties with regard to BISDEL and another editor 
oalled ERANZ von JESSEN. To this tho DET,. replied that

§ 2o, In tho oourso of the years some Danish ohiof 
editors had to resign, but it was not duo to notions on 
the port of the Legation proes deportment, 

The DET* (realized that his rrrangomont with the press on 
April loth could only have' tho desired off eot as long as 
the Germans ware favotarod by. the fdrluneo of War, and he 
realized that tdiffloul ti.es wo^4 arise if the military 
situation should turn, and this also proved to be a 
oorreot surmise, » 

One of the ohiof editors was' set out of funotioa owing to 
the DET.'s demands. This editor wasiSOHOOH fi;om "National- 
tideade"v This :tho DET. had,. brou^t^about bpe^ SOHOCH 
hod written o;qtromoly aati~G.qrmaa: Q»tiq.l<3eKlTh' ^ 
with PpinTnayV' a oiling of ' the Anti-Komthtofn' 'paot. 
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lt was, however, more tho. captions than the oontonts of 
the ai'tioles which had aroused the- anger of the legation 
Ih Copenhagen and the fprolga ministry In Berlin. 

§ jSl. As to the oo-operatlon with the Danish f orelgii 
mjoistry the DET i states that this propaganda went quite 
smoothly, while the DEIS was the press attache, while the 
foreign ministry's press "bureau haadled all the dally 
routine questions and thus avoided any too great Gorman 
influence on the Danish press. Tills inoludod influence 
dlroet as woll os indiroot.. There was no advance censor- 
ship. This was not introduced until August 29th, 1943. 

The foreign ministry in Denmark had a certain control with 
hows material coming in and particularly In the case of 
political telegrams including reports from Germany, \7hen 
there were any reasons for doubt as to how a certain thing 
was to be handled, the press bureau consulted the DET. 
by phono, and thus nn" immediate decision was reached ^th- 
out delaying the wor*k of the Donlsh prose. 



Apart this the DET’s work as a press attache was that he 
perused the Copenhagen nowopapors every morning and made 
notes on points of interest, 

A confer once was held at the "Dagmorhus" every morning, 
and in tho course of this tho DET, gave a political 
summary on tho basis of tho material, ho had gleaned from 
tho newspapers, Bosidos this ho also used the toleprint 
signals which had come in from Berlin, and which wore 
transcript of tho most important American and British 
tologroms. 

The representatives of tbo ministry and tho various 
legation departments end tho Wchrmaoht wore as a rule 
present at those morning oonferonoos, 

$ 22. When tho DST, come to Copenhagen tho press bureau 
tnevra agonoy) S»T,D. (Soandlnoviaa Telegram Bureau) waC 
already funotlonlng. Its leader was the editor GIIBERG, 
S.T.B. was a branch of tho agonoy "Buropo Pross", and 
GILBERT got tho major port of his tolographio material 
from *'Buropo Press". Bosidos this ho also had a tele- 
graphic oonnootlon in Stockholm, 

Tho DET, know that GILBERG h.?.d lod a somewhat unsteady 
life, but ho did not havo any dotailod knowlbdgo about . 
him. They only coritaotod each other on matter's appertaining 
to press work. It was not until’’ aftoj‘. GILBERG *s death 
that tho DET, learned that GILBERG had workod for Gorman 
Ihtolligonob, but the DST, *s impression is that it was 
not quite, known whether GILBERG was killed bjr tho Danes 
or by tho Germans, 

§ 23, "Dnnsk-Tysk Prossosolcrotariat." was established in 
tEo^'all of :l94o. This, was dono in con junction with tho 
Danish Press and was agfood upon at \ a mooting arranged 
by Professor "Vinding Krtuso (Profossor of jurisprudenoo'^ 
at tho Coponhagon university* Translator's noto) in tho 
assembly hail, of NOrdisk Porsikringssolskab (a majbr 
Ihsurcnoe flrm)i. Tho object of tiis D.T.P. was to giyo 
tho Danish press ''raw mtorial”, ifehat io to say the actual 
faots and thon lot tho pross work on it as they ploasod. 
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The D-TtP. oamo ihib being boeanso Gormon olrcloo had 
asked why the Pcuilsh press never wrote about things of 
Gronaon,: suoh as German Jfiln, Gorman theatre, national 
eeonomios and with this "the winter help" and so on. 

To this it woo replied,, that tho Danish press had no 
material, to work on and that one did not want to ask the 
Germans for any suoh materials. Thus the idea was that 
the D-T.P, should funotion as a sort of intermediary. 

The D-T.P. was not to ask the Danish press what it wanted, 
and tho DET» wo^^ld thereupon got tho material from Borlin* 

.Upon II*P.S0RUlTSEEf*s (editor of the Sooialdemokraten) 
oiiggostion the journalist HBIMING DAISGAARD booame leader 
of D-T.P, His salary was paid by the German Logation, 

Tho DET, had suggestod that tho author LOUIS von KOHL 
should bo tho head of ..the Sekretariat, but this the Danish 
press oirolos did not want, Tho D-T,P, worked in oollabora- 
tion with not only tho provinoial but also the Gopenhagon 
press. . 

§ 24, "Biilodburoauot" in Coponhagon was osta-blishod on 
tKo Initiativo of tho DET, in 1941, and tho journalist 
IIBMING JEHSEH was appointed head. 

Every wook HENHIHG JEUSEH got pioturo sorlos which ho was 
to sot up as pioturo storios supplied vd.th tozt rvnd sond 
to the Danish pross in tho shapo of olichis. 

. Tho DET, supplied tho pioturoo free of charge, and ho also 
paid for tho oliohds and thus HEHNiNG JENSEN had a chonoo

tElxs activity was partly duo to the dovolopmont dLn Horway 
where National Samling had taken over the power and port- 
ly due to the oonsidorablo inoroaso in the numbers of 
membors after the occupation. In the summer of 194o. tho 
Party had 3o,ooo monbors on its files.

tho Gorman foreign ministry started to interest themselves

NSPAP had, so it is boliovod, oontaotod the German foreign 
ministry and tried to bring about greater German support

Whoa the PET. w as o n a c-«jrvioo tour to Berlin in September 
194o, MARTIN LUTHER oalled him to the foreign ministry. 
LUTH^ asked the PET. about tho strength of tho PNSAP and 
the qualities of its leaders. Tho PET, told him that 
PNSAP had had a very favourable advoaee, and this was 
in tho time from the outbreak of hostilities and up to the 
occupation, this being due to the poounlary dlffioultlos 
with which tho rural population found themsolvos faoSd. 

As Illustrative of this advance tho PET. said that on on© 
and tho some day in March .194o, 3 very largo mootings were 
to take place at Coponhagenj Aarhus and Odense simultane- 
ously, and about 22, boo people had attended. At tho some

The ministor yon RENTHE PINK had already for aomo timo 
boon aworo, what was ^oing to happejn, and ho therefore 
took up rosldenoo In Borlin in Daoemb'er 194o* This 
gesture was to bo taken as a last warning to tho Lenish 
Govommont* The roporits of the above mohtionod soorot"'"' 
mootings had come to' tiio minister's knowledge idirough 
"Innoro YorwaltUng''* ^ i 

Prior to the minister's journey to ]^orlin ho had oon- 
oludod tho 'Goxman wishes in. 5 partibulur points to tho 
effect that a thoroufidi alteration be in the relation 
to Germany' and that'- the prominent poiltioal mombors such 
as .HEDTOPT, CHRISTMAS M0ILSR and amTVKG PRISCH 'be re- 
moved from thol^ influontiOl pplitio'Ql /l^.osilh 
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Tho minister ro turned towards tho oloso of Booomber 194-0# 
but tho crisis had not yet found its solution* 

Tho orisis beocuae aouto in January 1941 » when it was de- 
manded from Berlin that STAUNIBO should resign from his 
post ns Prime Minister. . 

§ 51. The BET, further states that he v/as awero that if 
STAUSlHG was romovod as Primo Minister, it would eroato 
uneas^.noss, and tho folations botwoon Denmark and (Jormemy 
would booomo worse. Fithout tolling tho minister EMTHB 
PINK anything about it in. edvonoo, tho DET* contacted 
STADNING in ordor to find a solution to tho dlffioultios. 

Ho hod proviously mot tho PRIME MISTER STATINING at 
a sporty at "ITimb''' in July 194 o* 

Tho DET. 's wish to speak with tho Prime Minister STAtOJINO 
was mode possible through tho author LOU IS, yon KOg!; , who 
was on old ncqtialntanoo of the Primo MinTstory and in tho 
boginning of January 1941 ho oonfldontiolly told tho DET, 
thatk STAUITIDG wantod‘.tD^haito..a conversation with him. 

Prior to the conversation with tho Prime Minister 
STADNUTG, von KOHL arranged a meeting with tho former 
minister of Justice, K.K.STBINOKE, and the mooting took 
place in the DET.' s flat at 0sterbrogade . 

STEIITOKE confirmed what v/as also tho Dot.’s opinion that 
tho whole situation was fatal. The DET. told STBINCZB 
that STAUNING's rotiroment as tho 3?rimo Minis tor was a 
Gorman demand. STEINCKE found this very xinfortunato and 
pointed out the oonsequonoos, particularly .insldo tho 
Social labour Party 6nd the Trados-Movompnts. 

During the debate re a solution of the crisis the DET* 
suggested that ho might try to mako the Gormans decide 
on their attitude to bo ndoptod towanda STAUTTING personally* 
Tho DET* gave STEIHCKE a dotailod account of his idea, 
and ho asked STEUJCKE, vdiothpr ho thought that STAUHING 
would possibly be' willing to take over the post os a 
foreign minister in a ministry, which was in ohorgo of a 
pro-Gorman person as for bxQmplo dirootor general 
EOTJTZEN or the Chief lord Mayor VIGGO OHRISIENSEIT, Tho 
DET. asked this question bocauso ho know that tho Gorman 
wishes at that time wore in favour of thoso two porsMie, 

STEINCKS said, howover, that ho did not think it advisable 
that he himself spoko to STAUNING about thoso q.uo0tione, 
but he urged the DET. to call on STAUNING end discuss 
tho matter with him. 

Tho object of STBIITOICE's oonvorsation with tho DET* was 
to convince him that the slttwition would bo precarious# 
if STAUlsniifG wore aotuolly roidovod. . Tho DEI, was already 
aware of this, and ho ;ond SIEIIICKE thoroforo vory soon 
ogrood to tholr points of • vlow.

§ 52ji, Immodlctoly aftor tho oonvorsation in qn-ostion 
wfW“tho former minis tor of justice* STEIROCT , . tho DEI.- 
arranged tho mooting with' the PrJmo iffiSSTor#' SIAUNING 
in his: homo at Valoursvo j*. As prC^ousl^ tho 

mooting was brought about by LOUIS 
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trho Itimo Minister STJ.UNING and the HBT« disnussod the 
situation. 0}ho DET, pointed out the difficulties tho.t 
had crison, and ho said that a crisis in oonnodtion with 
SliJAUNllTG personally should he avoided, hdoaxiso STATOING 
was tho most rospobtod person in tho countrir/vTlth the 
largest Party mad labour mpromont to support him. Tho 
EBT. further pointed out to STAUHIBG- that tho labour 
movomont had formerly boon kindly disposed towards^ 
Germd^,, and the BET. oould not undor stand wixy things 
could' hot continue in this way. The BET, further informed

This .he . also, did,,., ..and 
he spoke with LUTHER,, sub-secretary of the State, who 
cit the time stayed at Salzburg together with RIBBEITTROP. 
LUTHER, w;ho was rery kindly disposed towrords the BBT. 
suggested to the minister, von EEUTHE BIM that the BET, 
should go to Salzburg to giro a verbal statement. This 
sTiggestion was also prompted by the wish to let von 
RENTHB PIRK stay In Bonmark, boonuse it was obvious that 
it wcfuld mhlco. a sensation if ho again wont to Germany.

§55, Here ho was ipiroduotcd to RIBBENTROP, and present 
was^ also . 

The BBT, states that he particularly pointed out to 
von RIBBENTROP the necessity of keeping STAUNING in • • 

Banish politics, and he was in reality not unkindly dis- 
posed to Germany, Apart from that ho had the greatest 
influence on the development in Benmark, being head of 
the largest Party in Deumark and with tho trades unions 
to . support him. 

To this: information RIBBENTROP deolared that in case of 
a now Government being/.formod in Benmark, the Gormans 
would hot object to STAUNING boing^^o^^ the foreign

At the some opportuMty voh RIBBENTROP asked the BET . 
how: string tho^ Sooiaiists were. Tho BET. 

stated that ; t^ number .of the Party mombors were about 
5P40oo,-.t^ pointed but. that this Party, with Its 

comparatively' small power represented an impbrtont factor 
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and it was of signif loanee in rospeot of propaganda, the 
Party being very anxious to arrango meetings, which wore 
generally woll vlsitodv 

There was not diooussod anything else during the conversa- 
tion which lasted lo minutes only* 

iJix Tko sub-soorotary of the State MARTIN LUTHER thoro- 
upon Bont^ a telegram to von RENTKE PINE, in which he 
accounted for RIBBBNTROP's point of view as for as 
STAUNING was conoornod. 

On the next morning the BET. rotumod to Coponhagon, and 
on arriving at his homo ho loarnod that STAUNING had 
phoned him privately the day. boforo, boccuse he wanted 
to know v^hothor the BET# had rotumed* 

Tho BET* immodlatoly -.callod up the Prime Minister, and 
during tho telephone oonvorsatipn ho intimated that Iris 
visit at Salzburg had boon favourable, and that RIBBBNTROP 
had onsvrorod positively to the questions formerly dis- 
/•oussod by STAUNING and the BET* STAUNING was very satis- 
fied with this information*

STAUNHTG thereupon trenched upon tho question of altering 
tho Govornment in suoh a way, that tho Ministry of 
Commorco was divided , into Ministry of Commoroo and a 
Ministry of maritime affairs., and that the director general 
of the State Railways, OUTZEN .would bo offered the post 
as Minister of maritimo affairs, Tho DET, again Stressed

This DAI£)G-iARD had published a bpok through tho EINi\R 
, MUNKSGAARD publishing house. This book was oollod 

. "Tysk Plonokonoml" (Gorman rational ooonomy). At tho 

tlmo. this book aroused somo intcrost in Danish pplitioql 
•fiirplpa, ■ In discussing the idea of tho book with 
D^'ilSGA-'JiD, who was a mombor of tho Sooial Dbmooratlo 
Party,’ DA13G/-1^ often touched upon tho fact that it would ba 
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doslrablo if somo form of oo-oporation oould 'bo orgonieod 
botween tho Danish and Gorman workers. Tho DEI* 'Was 
very interostod in -tiiis, .roaliclng that tho sympathy of 
"Do samn^rkondo Eagforhund” with its 5oo#ooo momhors 
would he a. dooisivo fa.otor in Gorman-Donish rolations, 

§ 61. TOiile on a vacation at '’Snndkrocn'^ near Asserho 
''iri ’tEo fall of 194o, HENNING DAISG;JiED phohod tho DEI, 
and asked him whether ho was willing to rooeivo DZ-iSGiUBD 
and LAtfRIIZ HANSEN, tho head of tho "Samvirkondp Eagf orhund" . 
^ho DEI. immodin,tely enswored in tho nffirmatiVe, and on 
that some afternoon ho met DiUJRITZ HANSEN for tho firat- 
time, Ihoy - at this' their first mooting - spoko of 
German sooial- objects, In tho course of tho talk the 
DEI, yontiiated tho thought that tho reprooontatlvea of 
"D© samvirkonde Ea^orbtbdV shotQd visit Germo^ on a 
tour of study, and: HANSEN did not turn thu subject

Ihe DEI, bolioves that LAHRIIZ HANSEN wanted this mooting

A camp with 
Banish lahourors outside of Berlin was also visited to 
give the participants in tho tour a ohonoo to eoo how 
those lahourors woro getting on. 

Tho stay at Berlin wound up with a reception at Mnrrenbaoh's* 
I5arrenhach was Br.IEY's deputy, (Stollvortrotcr) , 

irom Berlin tho Party wont to Meoklonburg so that they 
could study the rural reconstruction*. Hero they visited 
Roiohestaatsholdor HIIBEBRAKBT, viho gave a dinnor at 
Schwerin, and thus the tour to Germany came to an end.-

Re H*P»S0RMSEN*8 retiring tho BET, says that this was 
caused in tho following way.BOBIERUP MA.BSEN had written 
on article published in"Aolborg Socialdomokrat", This 
article treated tho Gormany tour Just like the OoTxnty 
Council member IB EOIBJ0RU had mado a spoeoh in tho radio 
on the same subject, but tho "Socialdomokrat" in Copon- 
hagon had not published any such crtlolo,. although thoy 
had sent a.'*RAIiD BERGSTEBT on tho tour, booouso it was his 
job to write suoh on orticlo about his impressions, when 
ho oomo baofc. When the BET* found that the "Soclaldemo- 
kraton" did not bring any orticlo on this . tour, tho BET, 
phoned H»P*S0REKSEN, why no artiolp by BERGSTEBT had not 
boon published, to whloh H.P.SSREHSEW answered that 
BERGSTEBT *8 orticlo was pure Nazi propaganda, and ho 
rofusod to have it in his papor, 

Tho BET* oxpla.ins that ho lator roooivod a copy of tho 
articles B'lJRGSTEBT hod written, boca.uee BERGSTEBT 

thought that tho BET. wa.s to oonsor tho articles*

TOiea the DET, was at a Ituioh at "Prossosolcrotariatot", 
ho askod BEHGSTEDT v^diy ho had not written cmythlng at all 
about the tour* ; 



After having perused the nrtiolo the DET« phoned 
H.P.^crensen and said that the oase would hO troatod at 
d mooting of tho parties oqncornod, and" this odmmittoo 
was to doeido whether tho crtiolos wore to bo printed or 
not* H*P*St®MSE!T replied that ho ihtondod to resign 
if the oomraittoQ gave a doolsion to the offoot that ho 
should publish tho ortiolos.

This money was used for various organising purposos in 
tho DESAP. The amount Er.7o.ooo,- were paid out by the 
oashior of 1ho Gorman Ioga,tion* 

Botwoen. the "Roioharboltsdienst'' og "Don f rlvilllgo dansko 
Arbojdstjonosto'', which was a sub-section of the DESAP, 
there was on ogroomont to tho effect that "Don frivllligo 
dansko Arbe^dstjonosto” should roooivo support to keep 
its "workiiog comps" particularly in Jutland,- This finonoiol 
support also oome into effect in January 1941 and amounted 
tp Danish Er.5o,ooo,-f. 

A tliird amount paid out by tho Legation was tho money 
which "Mundus A.G." sent to tho legation to bo paid out 
to tho DESAP to tho erodit of "Pcadrolondot” ,■ This amount 
was about 80.000 Er, 

Thoso throo amounts. in all amountod to approx, Er,198»ooo,-, 
which woro paid out by tho Legation to tho DESAP, Tho 
DESAP portioned tho money out*- As a rule tho monoy was 
oollootod at tho Logatlon by tho naval Captain W ODSCHOW, 

Tho monoy paid out to "PedrolandCt” and "Arbp^det^onosto" 
were oontrolled as to tholr proper use. This control 
was effootod by tho roprosontativo for "A,G,MCEDtJS" ,who, 
while tho DET« was in Denmark, .'was SOHOEWITZ, who oemo to 
Denmark at intorvnls to go through tho books of the 
"Pedrolondot ” *, 

Roioharboitsdionst had also itjE( roprosontativo in Denmark 
to suporviao tho "Dansko frivllllgo Arbo3dstj|pnosto" 
organisation, for example ’tho stnujiuro of the work in 
camps and also to check 6n the two of the monoy granted. 

This reproaontntivo was ArboitsfO^pr jSbiTOIFP ARTH, who 
stayod in Don^^ somio.'yoors, 'flo wns^ howovor,' called 
back to'.Gorikiny in 1942* Bis Job was not 'only to oollaborato 
with "Den- ‘frivilllgo Arbp^dstioaosto", which was a sub- 
aoction’ of ■ DESAP, but dIop'- to ondoavour 'to contact working 
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comp projcota, which were sot up by SocioldGmooratlo 
circles. 

The third amount whioli appertained from the membership 
fees in Germany was not chocked on as this amount was 
coneidorod to bo of Danish origin and belonging to the 
DNSAP.

via Plonsborg, booauso DAH J!OHj\NSEN was an old school 
friend of PRITZ CLAUSEN and also a sort of V-man for 
von L0VT. Tho DET. know that DAM JOHANSEN often called 
at PRITZ CLAUSEN at Bovrup, and' it was na,t\jral to think

In spite of this prohibition tho contact botwoon the 
"innero Verwaltung” and the snu-ill groups wore kopt up, 
partio\ilr,vrly on tho initiative of Rogierungsrat GI^TRE, 
beoauae in this way ho would bo able to follow th'o dispute. 

When it bocamo oloar to tho small. groups that the Legation 
was not particularly friendly disposed towards thorn, 
they satisfied themselVoa with tho support they had from 
representatives of tlie S3, bo-.'?au6o OHMITRIil was SS-Sturm- 
bannitihror, 

§ SljL knows the Danish Police at this 

timd started a suopioion au a nui 2 ,bor of DNSAP merabors or 
erocutives. It was done in this way: tho Polioo passed 
ponal eertifioatos on various Party members on to 
Regiorungsrat CHAN fRE a.t the "Inner o Vorwal'tung", as a 
sequence of whToh~"*inaoro Vorwaltung" repeatedly _ ,lr. 
criticised tho M3AP, who according to thoir opinion 
apparontly only ojristod of criminals. 

The minister von EIGHTHS PIHK told several times tho DET. 
to BOO FRI'fill CLADSEIT and moko him realise that it v/as 
nooossary to effect a purgo inside tho Party, 

The DET, was aware that RRIT7i CliAUSEN v;ould object to 
a Gorman intorforonoo in the Poxty’s porsontil affairs, 
but in view of REITTHE PINK ‘e order* ho contacted PRIT2 
OIADSEN. PRITZ CLATJSEIT stressed that ho had boon head 
of tho Party for about lo years, and ho had nover boon 
told that tho persons, whom tho Gormans wanted to have 
removed, had made thomsolvos guilty of oriminnl misdeeds. 
Purthormoro ho, objected to this intorforonoo on tho part 
of tho Gonnans, which intorforonoo ho denoted as "nos eying", 

ilftorwards SRIT2 CLAUSEN,, however, investigated tho matter 
and found that tho Gorman assox'tions wore incorrect. On 
requisition ho got ponal oortifioatoa for some of tho 
persons., who had boon mentioned to him, and it proved that 
thal OGrtifioa.toB wero hogativo, PRITZ CLAUSEN bocamo 
•then vory onnoyod at 1310 intorforonoo of "Innoro Vor- 
waltung" in tho Party’s affairs, and it govo rise to a 
personal disogroemont botwoon FRITZ CLAUSEN and "Inaore 
Vor;yaltung" 'a exoouti^oj-. Prosident. KAMSl^IN . 

I 

In the timo to follow, tho opposition bootu\o stronger end 
stronger and wn,s in roo.lity a broach botwoon the Party and 
"Innero Vorwa.l-tung",' which was considered to represent 
tho S3-intorosts at tho timo,. 
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§ 82. At tho aatao tiuo - iij. the Spring of 1941 - the 
aoH'on effooted hy "Innoro VcrwoJ.tung" and aimod at B0RGE 
and HAH3 OARl.BRYIiB wf-s carried throxigh* B0RGE BRYIB was 
accused oT bringing about an Anti-German opinion amongst 
the oxooutivo staff, and' according to information given 
by "Innero Vorwoltung'* HAHS CARTj BRYID was supposed to 
have said at a mooting, the tho minister von RENTHE PIM 
should not be called RMTHE PIM but "IbENKE-FiM" (Raike = 
intrigue), and this statomont had boon reported to the 
miniotor* 

PRIT2 CLAUSEN persistently refused to comply with tho 
German wish, whioh he denoted an encroachment. 

After some time tho brothers BRYLD all tho same retired 
from the Party’s work, where they had been in charge of 
"Dot Juridiakc Rood" (the legal oauhoil),thO "Propaganda & 
Kulturafdellng" (prop^onda and o-ulturo section) respeotive- 
ly. The retiring of tho brothers happened according to 
their own v;ish, but was prompted by tho Gormon^^iiotlons. 

PRITZ CLAUSEN beoome annoyed with tho DIDT, when tho two 
brothers BRYLD retired , booauoe ho thought that it was the 
DET» who had arranged the notion against them, and ho 
was also supposed to hove procured the folso penal pertifi- 
oates, 

On'aoeount of this misunderstanding the DET. had no oontaot 
with PRITZ CLAUSEN until tho fall 1941, when the DET. 
aepompaniod PRITZ CLAUSEN, - COUNT SOHIMMBLMANN and WODSCHOW 
on tho joumoy to Germany, The objoot of tho joumoy was 
to visit the Preo Corps, 

The oontaot be tween MSAP and tho DET, was, however, kept 
up through LONNEKBR, so that tho DET, was kept informed 
as to what happened in the Party, 

§ 83. The DET, learned through RADEMAOEfSR , counsellor at 
the foreign ministry, that during a visit in Berlin in 
May 1941 the DET, had boon criticised, because tho SS- 
oiroles had pointed out that tho Gorman oo-oporation with 
DNSAP had suffered a serious bronoh on ao count of too much 
intorferenoo bn the part of the DET, 

During this visit in Berlin tho DET» was introduced to 
? £ARTIN LUTHER , who did not consider tho criticism very 
sericfua, and ho pointed out that it was in point of fact 
the DET. *3 task to prevent- other Gorman factors interfering 
with Danish political affairs without the legation knowing 
about it. 

To those other factors belonged amongst others the S3- 

organisation and the Roiohsichorheitshauptamt , 

\ 

With refereneo to tho DET,* a wish to bo exempted from his 
;job ao a liason officer to DNSAP., MARTIN LUTHER answered in 
.the negative and he ported out that the same difficulties 
existed in all the other oboupied oountrios, whore all 
kinds of Gorman sootldne displayed an activity, whioh it 
was difficult . to control, MARTIN LUTHER requested tho DET, 
to continue his .work as. hbrotofcre. and to. trjr to., re-establish 
the former rp.lat ions of ppnfidenoo to PRITZ CLAUSEN, 

Jlhen the, DET returned .f^pm -Ms, tp Germany , ICRINEOR 
told him that "I^erb partioul;ariy Haupt- 

.... r. .... . 
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stvirmftlhrsr Eytt had attempted to throw suspioion on the 
DISC, inside Wo. DN3AP with the view of getting more popular 
himself v/ith the Party. 

At the time there was no opportunity to have the problems 
elucidated in a oonvorsation with PEIIZ OLAITSM, who most 
of the time stayed at Bovrup, and the lET.’o contact with 
PRITZ OIiAUSBN was, as mentioned heretofore, only re- 
establishod dtiring' the trip to Germany, 

If during the time the DEI, had no direet oontaot with 
PRIIZ CLAUSEN some queatiW other aroused, which could 
not he handled by LOMEpiR, the BET, contacted WOBSCHOW, 
captain in the Na-yy, who was chief of the staff in the 
Party, ' 

Such questions was for example the establishment of the 
Free Corps and the pE!P, ’a attempt to bring the disputes 
inside the BNSAP to a close and his urging an amalgamation 
of the various mutually opposing National Socialist groups, 

§ 84 > Iho opposition inside the Party had not become loss, 
after the two brothers BRYIB had retired. On the contrary, 
it continued, lAh<-wise the hope of an amalgamation of the 
opposing National Socialist groups £uid BNSAP after the 
retiring of the two brothers failed. On the contrary 
"Innero Vorwaltung” still pointed out nomes of persons, 
who they thought should be removed from the Party for some' 
reason or other, /f 

The BET, thinks that this action whioh "Innere Vorwaltung’' 
directed against BNSAP is duo, not only to the oontaoV 
with the National Socialist groups outside the BNSAP but 
also to influenoo on the psrt of the Banish Police, /Snd 
as an example the BET. mentions the affair with tl^penal 
oertiflcates and the arrest, of a number of prominWt 
members in the BNSAP in Oopenhagon, These arrests had been 
made on the initiative of the German "Gehelme Poldpolizel" 
in the fall of 1942. 

With regard to these arrests the BET, states that various 
sabotage actions which had talcon plaoo at the time had 
been proved by the Banish Police to have been committed 
by members of the BNSAP in order^' to oreato trouble in the 
country. As a sequonoe of this various persons, the names 
of Whom the Police had informed, “Inhere Verwaltimg'' were 
arrested under the charge of keeping H,E, in their homes. 
Amongst the persons arrested was. THOMSEN, ' director, 

( called *'Tykke Tom"), who the day before had received some 
oases With H,B, At the searoh at THOMSENS' it proved, 
however, that it was only a question of a supply from a 
greengrocer'* 

Early in the moruihS 2H(MSEN's wife phoned the BET, and 
told him timt- hpart from h6r husband a number of prominent 
membdrs inside Wo BNSAP had boon arrested by the German 
Peldpolizei, (military IPolloo), 

The BET, immediately c'alled on. the niinietor von EENTHE 
PINE asking him if ho hod any knowledge of What had happen^ 
ed. Von RENTHE PIKE anawerod in the affirmative, and he 
stressed that it had boon nooessary to arrest these people, 
b e eaus e the charge agaiadt- them hod been so s or i cue , N or 
could it be expected bn the part of the Party that speoial 
obnaidoratioh bo taken tb th© Party's pro-Gorman- disposi- 
tion in the case in question, because it would then be 
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hopeless to keep up a po-oporation with the Danish Police, 
who would np' ;douht not aooecd to the (Jermons treating Danish 
persona dif^r-ontly, ; 

The nET« deaoribed the aoctiaations as an Impossihility, 
heoause it was improbahio that people whose sons and 
brothers were fighting on the East front together with 
the German Wehrmacht should make themselves guilty of 
sabotage against the same German Wehrmaoht in Denmark. 
However, von EENl'HB PIHK would only give his opinion in 
the oase pending the result of the investigation. 

The German Wehrmaoht intorrogatod the persons arrested, 
but the Interrogation gave no result, and the minister had 
' later to apologise to ERIT2 OLATJSBN for what had happened. 

In spite of the apology both PRITZ CLAUSEH and DHSAP did 
not. Imow what to believe about President ZAM3TEI1T *8 and 
’’Innere Verwaltung" • s opinion of the Party. 

Soon after this President KAMSTEIN went . to Berlin, presum- 
ably to prevent that a orltioism be aroused against him 
on aooount of his reports of these happenings. 

DNSAP's DIPB*!- § Prior to June 22nd, 1941» there vms hardly any 

CH1TIE3 IH THEIR positive politioal work for tho DH3AP. The Party was to 
OO-OPERATIOIT WITHkeep up a friendly 6o-oporation with Germany, because it 
THE GERMANS was a National Sooialist Party* After tho occupation on 

April 9th, l94o, the original ideologic friendship between 
INSAP and Germany was somewhat altered, beoauso Germany 
was now an occupying power in Denmark, 

As a military factor in tho oocupatlon of Denmark the 
German Wehrmaoht was oxolusively interested in preserving 
peace and order in the country. As far as civil matters 
were conoemed the. some thing referred to President 
EAMSTEIN's Abtlg. "Innero Verwaltung'' , the task of which 
was to keep up the public peace and order. 

The great military events in Europe in the course of 194o 
brought a oomparatively large increase of new members to 
the DNSAP, who expected that the sequence would be a 
politioal revolution in Denmark, 

If DNSAP wished to keep these members, they would have to 
display an activity of propaganda, which demanded new 
politioal conditions in Denmark, and thus they would have 
to turn against tho a3.1 Portiea* Government (Scmlingsre— ' 
goringen), 

§ 86-. Tho Gorman Wehrmaoht was not interested in on 
opp'ositionist National Socialist propaganda, because Den- 
mark was considered on occupied country, where peace and 
order hod to prevail, and if, on aooount of the politioal 
oppositions, there would be trouble in Denmark, this wpuld 
mean that the German troops could not feel secure any | 
longer. Apart from thip Denmark was also a transit country 
for the German troops, who had to go to and fro between 
Norway end Germany. This last, thizxg was a furtoer reason 
why the Wehrmacht wished, from a, military point of view, 
to maintain absolute peace in Denmark and to turn against 
all factors, which might have a disturbing effect, I 

In E/iNNSTEIN's civil Abtlg. tho same wish prevailed, beyaus^

and the Gorman Wehmacht.

In ^ehrmaoht olroloe rlh Donraark the opinion was prevailing, 
that the politlooJ. question oould a,lwayo be met with, 
when the final battle hiod first been won, and it was thought 
that If Germany, wilit:n:y seen, was the victorious power in 
Europe, a new lino would no doubt bo adopted in tho.'.Einaish 
politics towards Germany, 

As an example of the German wish to keop peace in Denmark 
the DEI. etc,tes that both EENQHE PIKE and the German 
■li7ehrmacht entered a protest against FRITZ OLAUSSH, when 
it had oome to demonstrations in Copenhagen, Roskilde and 
Hadorslev in tho summer and tho fall of 194 o. 

The German authorities left it at tho time entirely in tlie 
hands of the Danish Polio© to punish the persons who had 
mado themselves guilty of the offence. At the time 
demonstrations of any kind wore prohibited. 

Also the ;;estriotion on Meetings in Denmark ooinclded 
well with tho interests of the Wohrmaoht and the Embassy 
to maintain poaoo and order, ovon if It wuro absolutely 
against the intorostsof DRSAP as an opposition Party. 

The Germans surely appreciated MSAP as on idoologioally 
related factor in Denmark, and yet they regretted that 
this fvactor was not stronger, while on the other ha n d they 
would not agree, for the piirpose of maintaining peaoe end 
ordor, to modifications v/ith regard to controlling the 
persons’ who partioipatod in mootings, for the sake of 
DITSAP only, altho’ugh ’this was tho only way for tho Danish 
Rational Sooiallsts to get larger Influenoe, 

All those factors affeoted at the time DRGAP's relations 
to Germany, and tho Danish Rational Sooiallsts oould hat but 
suspoot tho real Gorman intentions v7ith regard to the 
fii-feure of DRSAP, . . 

§ 87. In tho Garmon Poroign Ministry they were well aware 
of the politloal quostioia which had arisen through the 
oooupjation, In all tho other occupied countries •• especially 
in ITorway - Rational Socialist Goyommonts had been 
j?et up immediately after the occupation, while Denmark had 
kept a Coalition Government based on a domooratio basis. 

The ex£anplos from other countries had proved that it did 
not load to advantageous politiooi results to form a 
Rational Soolalist ISLnorlty Government based on the German 
bajonots. In oil these oouatries politioal difficulties 
liad arisen. Considering tho Danish oonditiono Denmark’s 
largo agrioultural production further affeoted the German 
politioal intorests^ in consequence of which it was 
considered more important for. Germony’s war supplies not 
to interfere with the production but to further it instead 
of attempting political' oxporimonts. 

In spite of tliis chniri of reasoning ono yet had to consider 
the factors that arose' in Borlin through the dualism 
between the Rational Socialist Party and tho State Insti- 
tutions , 

The RSIAP-organlsations, portloularly SS, had at once been 
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given tasks in the other oooupled ootuatrleS, and they had 
at ohoe started to ostahllsh org^yiloations'-odjiiilnr to those 
in Germany, , as fer oxomple S3, ilrboltsdienot) ^Hitler jugend, 
female gronps etd* 

It was quite natural for the German foreign Ministry to 
fear that the German Party organisations would finally 
attempt to get the some influence in Denmark, now that 
Denmark was also occupied , and it also proved to he the 
ease. later* 

The DEI i knows '.that Hitler was personally interested in 
the national Socialist work in the oocupied oountriee. 

At any rate they often spoke of this interest in the 
German f oreign Ministry* 

§ 88. The DEC. stato.s thofceven though DNSAP compared with 
^ESe other political Parties in Denmark oome to but a 
small percentage, tJiQ Party was still a very important 
political factor, which had to be considered on the part 
of the Germans* .The German foreign Ministry was there- 
fore willing to support DNBAP both morally and ooomomioally* 
The effect of the support should be that the German 
foreign Ministry did not lose control with the National 
Sooiolist endeavours in Denmark, but on the contrary 
managed the oontrol ”ttiemselvos. 

Thus fRlT2 CLAUSEN was actually a revolutionary, who was 
bound both by Danish and German Interests* While the Danish 
interests (tho coalition front) who were against the DNSAP 
v/ere of a polltioal nature, the German interests (main- 
tenance of peace and order) Who were in opposition to 
DNSAP were of a merely prQotloal nature , 

§ 89. The. DET, explains that PRIT2 CLAUSEN onoe said to 
I.kim, that he felt himself like a "bogey'*, whom the. German 
minister von RENTHE fINK used, v/hehever it suited him, 
to frighten the Danish Coelltlon Government. 

This statement waa as a matter of faot oorreot, because 
one oould not but notice that the existence of DNSAP might 
be considered advantageous from a political point of view 
for the purpose of making the Coalition Government take 
up a positive opinion of tho wishes put forth by Germany, 

In this way. it might be avoided that the Gormans materia- 
lized the idea of having, the Coalition Government changed 
into a National Sooialiat Government, which they, had done 
in so many other countries in Europe. 

All these reasons affooted DNSAP 's position before June 
22nd. 1941, and after the outbreak -of hostilities with 
Russia the .result was .quite a new political attitude of 

the MS/iPt,

The DBTi attempted to. evade answering, and then IIEIWEG 
lARSBlT and "Berlln^jake Tidendo'"s chief editor STOD 
AAffB ITRII) told him tiiat the papers hs.d prepared detailed 
ohroniolcs the tendency q £ which was aimed nt Russiai 
The ortiolos treated Soheinius ' book "-pen rade Plod otiger" 
(the rod t5.de flows) and dealt with the violexit. Russian 
encroachments in the Baltics. 



The PET, said thxxt he disouatod the publication of these 
artiolos, because it would only lead to complaints by 
the Hussion legation in Coponliagcn to the Punisli Poroign 
Ministry, 

On the port of the Press, however, it v/ns thought that 
it was of greater import anoo v/hat the Germane had to say, 
and it WO.S pointed out thn.t the opinion of Russia had 
not changed much slnoe the first Pinnleh-Russian war. 

Some days later there was a Press reception at the German 
minister,' s, von REjJTHB PIME:, at Eaatelsvoj. Also at this 
opportunity the possibility of a war between Germany and 
Russia was discussed. The PET, remembers that amongst 
the exprosaions made by the ohiof editors re this subject, 
apeoial attention w<aa paid to a statement by SCHOQH , chief 
editor at "Hatioualtldendo", The statement was given 
t b EAtJM GA RTM , the porroepondont from ''Peutsohe Allge- 
meine Zl^fung". SOHOCH said that he was quite certain 
that 95 of the Ponish-Gormon points in debate would be 
put aside at the time Germany started war against Russia. 

The editors .'stated at the time to the PET. that according 
to their opinion a Gorman-Husslon war would not last 
longer than about 6 weeks oonsldoring the exper5.enoo gained 
during the Plimish war, ’ 
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^1 . The Det, presiuned that these statements on the 
part of the press covered the general . opinion of 
the p:Dpalatloa and ponlsh political spheres. 

The disoussl<?n about the escape of Rudclf Hess to 
England lnf3.uenced the (juesticn, os at that time 

■ many peeple in Denmark tho-ught that Hess had not 
fled the country V had that he had floWn to England 
with the blessing of Hitler in order to obtain an 
English-German poaoe/oefore the war with the Soviet 
broke out. 

Through the conversations With the press people the 
Det. was impressed, that such a high-pclitioal turn 
might lead to a complete change of the political 
relations betw'een Germany and Scandinavia. 

§ 92 . The Det. states that though the German Legation 
haa ‘realised the aignlfioanoe ©f the marching up 
of the German army in Poland and the Russian airny 
at the new Polish East frontier, they did not, however, 
exactly knew if Gv when the war Wvould break out. 

After the fashion cf April 9th 194o, the legation 
only received official information on the night of 
J'uno the 6th l$4l Qf what was to take place on the 
following morning. 

The ambassador published thlfl.-'tc/a narrow circle of 
collaborators, owlng_jto-'a" detalifi.d/telegram that 
he had receiv^_f» 3 itf Berlin, 

This telegram is supposed to have contained instruc- 
tions as the measures to be taken against the 
members of the Danish CemmuniAt Party, together 
with^sk-wlsh for a responsum from the Danish Govern- 
ment , _ 

These questions were, however, treated by the am- 
bassador himself and President Kaimstein from the 
•'Innere Verwaltung**, and the Det. oan give no further 
information as to the treatment cf these questions. 

With regard *to questions in oonneotlcn with the 
press the Det, received no direct orders, and ho con- 
sidered it aiiperflous to take any measures on aoocunt 
of the new war, in view cf the faot that hla conver- 
sations with the press people had impressed him to 
the effect that the press was going to take up the 
the desired attitude, 

/ ' 

At the meeting of t^e press in May 1941, Helweg Lar- 
sen, Edltcr, fKrlfSt'eligt Dagblad", gave his opinion 
cf the attitude of Denmark t-ewards Soviet, and he 
Qharaoterised the attitude of the press, stating 
that "the mattpr with the articles against Soviet 
would be preserve^". Consequently these artlolea 
appeared in thd press after the 22nd of 'June 1941. 

Prom the out-preak of. the. war between Germany and 
Soviet till thb battlp of Stalingrad in January 
1943, the Daniph press; •* without being particularly 

■ Influenoed by the Germans -» nearly daily wrote ri— 
military ohroniples and leadfit^ about the oours.e of 
the war at the Bast ffent. These artioles were written 
in favour of tbd Gerijiens, and it was particularly 

the articles of "Nat;l(.onaltldendo" and "Berllngske 
Tidende" that were quoted in the German papers,

Yet an exoeptl^'n froti this course was made .with re- 
gard to the Danish a^esion td' the Anti-KSmintern- 
Paoht, that wa^ given a p old shoulder in the Danish 
papers, particularly beokuse of the faot that the 
Anti-Komlntem-Paoh': feared tc .;be a German attempt 

to draw Denmkrk into the war, and furthermore it was 
feared that the German propaganda against the sooalled 
'*Jevdoh-3olajbvik dahger"wotild sooner or later oauso 
Denmark to take measured against the Jews in Denmark.

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It was dn this oooaslon that the Det^ had‘ a dispute 
with fiedahtdr Sohooh(Ji)ditor)>'*Nationaltideade” j 
the re stilt of which was that Sohoch withdrew from 
his position as an editor, (compare § 2o)» 

§ 9 3, Already on the night of June the 22ad 1941 f 
Orlogshaptaja Wodschowj, who was Fritz Clausens staff 
commander} reported to the Det, at the leggtion 
and informed nim of the fact that the party wanted 
to discuss a very Important question with the Det, 

The question was about the establishment of a 
tary oo^ps the East front. 

They went together to the staff cffioe in Rosen-van- 
gets Aile, where Fritz Clausen and some oollaboratcrs 
from the DNSAP press service were present? The Det, 
cannot remember the names of these oollaboratcrs. 

The question about the establishment of the volun.- 
tary corps ivas discussed with Fritz Clausen an.d 
Weds chow only, 

Fritz Claitsen told the Det. that party circles had 
promoted the idea of establishing a volmtary corps 
to fight at the. Eastern front, 

The Det. claims that he had never mi'*rly partloi*" 
pated in negotiations about this queation/jnor is 
he aware that a question of this kind had pre\'ious- 
ly been discussed, 

Fritz Clausen asked the Det. what he thought about 
the idea and if he had any notion of the ambassador s 
attitude to the question. 

The Det, answered that of course the Germans would 
be very much pleased at this proff of faithfulness 
given by DNSAP under the present circumstances pbut 
the Det, was of opinion that the ambassador oould 
not decide upon this question alone p it being a 
matter of the greatest Interest to the German mili- 
tary authorities. Simultaneously the Det, asked if 
it v/as thought advlseable that DNSAP formed the oerpsp 
or if it was not better to find a superior Danish 
officer tc head a voltintary corps , so that it might a 
at once become a military fact. 

Both Fritz Clauaea and WedSohow approved of thisp 
and TJodschew added that as quickly as possible he 
would gOz to Hclbhk In order to speak to Kryssing, 
Lieutenant Cclcnel.whcm he considered best fit for 
taking the initiative .

Renthe-Fink of his conversation with Fritz Clausen, 
Renthe-Flnk approved c5f the thCMghtp also with regard 
tc the Det.s proposal to the effect that a superior 
Danish officer should take the initiative, 

§ 94, On the following, evening vrlogskapta^n VTcd- 
soEow Informed the Det, that he had been to Holbak 
to have a talk with OberstlBJtnat Kryssingp and 
that the latter had declared himself willirAg to 
head a Danish voluntary jo ^^ rpsp that was to fight 
at the Eastern front. 

Immediately afterwards Krysslng arrived in Copen« 
hagen, and acoordlTig to the wish of Fritz Clausen 
and Wodsohow he i^as received by Gesandt von Ren the 
Fink, Present at 'this Intro reception was also the 
later second in 'command of the vol’mtary corps j, 

Kaptajn Thor Jbrgeneen together with Fritz Clausen 
and WodscEowT' 

During the conversation with Renthe Fink, the Danish 
wishes were further discussed.

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The volimtary oorps was to he called "Frikcrps Dan- 
marlc’*., and it was crlglnally desired that, the memhers 
of the corps should preferably wear a Danish uniform, 
butto this the ambassador remarked that this would 
certainly cause diffftikulties. It was agreed that the 
voluntary oorps sho33J-d he a purely Xhaish corps with 
Danish officers and opmmanders, and that it was to 
fight under tho Danish flag. In case the question 
of uniforms should prcve to cause practical diffloul- 
ties, it was , at all events, agreed that the members 
of the voluntary corps' were to wear Danish colours 
and a Danish flag oh the sleeve. 

§ 9.5.. The ambassador had Informed the German Foreign 
liiOlnistry of the intended establishmeht of "Frikcrps 
Danmark*’, and the received an answer to the effect 
that his plan was ap^hcved of. Throhgh this wire from 
Berlin he was told' that •‘Frikcrps Danmark” was to 
be under the cpimand'- of Waffeh SS. 

The enlistment for '^Frikorps' Danmark'’ was undertaken 
by Webehatelle •’ifordsCe", whc> main3.y applied to the 
Danish SS, in view Of. the fact that first volunteers 
had come over fir cm this organisation. 

y S. The legation had only heard about enlisMent 
tne Waffen SS,be.fore the 22nd of June 1941, by 
rumours, it being officially prohibited by the Germans 
to undertake stioh enlistment a. 

§ 97^ The Det. established a meeting of the press 
in order to introduce Krysaing, lieutenant oolonel, 
to the Danish press. She meeting took place at Hetel 
d Angleterre in' -^e .close of June 1941.

Besides this he said 
nearly nothing,' as he' did hot feel Inclined to make 
a speech to- the press. 

In a.rder to give the press the desired explanation 
re the •’Frikcrps Denmark” the Det. had to step in 
with a Ipn accoT^t, 

After the. meeting the press br.ouight a 1 favourable 
and rather speoified report of the voluntary corps.

$ 99. In Jiine-July Henthe-yink told the Det* that 
also outside the DNSAP there was a pronounoed interest 
for the yrilrerps idea, but that here people hesitated 
to join the oorps Qn aodount of the fact that the 
oorps^ through the, effeot of the DNSAP propaganda ^ 
was a very one-sided national sooialistio oorps. 

In this conneotioh the ambassa^pr mentioned the name 
of. Gunn^^larsen » the Hlhlster, and they: were supposed, 
to tie 3!isoussx^ the possibilities of establishing a 
special Danish corps besides the '’Frlkorps Danmark’’. 

This corps was meant to go to Finland, but the plan 
was never realised. 

In the same connection the name of Dahl , whole sale 
merchant, was mentioned. Dahl was * ’“"“-'T , - ' known as 
the manager cf the military efforts in Finland during 
the first rinnlah-Russian war. 

Gesandt von Renthe-Fink had learned this through the 
Finnish Ambassador Paiula , who had Interrogated 
Renthe-Fink as to his aiiTtude to the question. 

From DNSAP the Det. learned t hat at that time Gunnar 
Larsen was Interested in the question of the Danish 
volunteers, and that furthermore he was of opinion 
that Denmark should take ever the pay of the volun- 
teers, The Det. reoolleots tV? t to have heard that 
G\mnar Larsen should have met Fritz Clausen at Chrl- 
atiansborg, and on this occasion he told him. that he w 
would prefer the ’’Frikdrps Denmark'* to be Danish also 
in a finanoial way, and therefore he during a meeting 
of the . ministers had proposed that Kr. 5.ooo.cco 
should be granted as a preliminary contingent. This 
proposal was, however, hot aooepted, 

§ loo . The Det, can gi-ae no partloulars as to the 
departure of of '’Prikorps'’Danmark", its being installed 
in the barraoks in Hamburg, or its transfer to Posen, 
all these /questions being discussed with Nebenstelle 
"Nordsee". 

A question that demanded the Initiative of the legation 
was the taking of the oaths of the Danish volunteers 
in Germany, The Det. states that Fritz Clausen, on 
account of the reports he had received from the Danish 
vol\anteors, took the Initiative of a ocnversation with 
Gesandt von Renthe-Flnk with the ob;}eot 6f finding 
a suitable cath-formula. 

In Hamburg it seemdd to have been the plan to use the 
ordinary German oath-formula, that alleged faithful- 
ness tovrards Hitler as FUhrer of the German people 
and first commander of the German Wehrmaoht. 

In Denmark this formula of an Oath was thu not approved 
cf and another form\dLa was looked after. 

It was agreed that the Danish volunteers should take 
the oath to the oommahdef*^in-ohief of the Gorman Wehr- 
maoht. This proposal was scat to the aahagemont of 
Waffen SS Via the German Foreign Ministry, and aooep- 
ted. 

§ lol. After •’Frikorps Danmark* had been transferred 
to Posen In the'autuak cf‘1941, still more reports 
were rsoeived of disputes, a. o. as to whether or n^t 
German officers ahohld be admitted in the Frilpprps, 
and in Denmark this was not exactly approved of. Also 
Krysalng himself was subjeot to a aeries of attacks, 
as he was hot thought fit for hie position as a leader 
of the corps, being trined as an artillery officer. 
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Purthermor© ai*-. cpppsltion arode against the party. 

This was a result or the "Pan Germanic Idea" "being 
inoluded In the trsdnlng. This tdeh was misunderstood' 
be many, because of the fact that they thought It ac- 
tually covered a vailed agression against Scandinavia, 

As oharateristio of the public ppinicn within "Prikorps 
Danmark" the Det» gives a qcutaticn, which he received 
fr®m Prltz Clausen who had It from a Danish volunteer i 
The man had expressed himself as follows j" Wee are all 
expected to beo^ome Ge rmans , h^t for the present we 
are called Germanics"*”^ ' 



§ lc2. Fritz Clausen was very alarmed at this develop- 
meht,' 'and on many cooasions he ovolced a wish cf having 
an upportunity of visiting the corps in order to acquaint 
himself with the state of affairs. 

The German Foreign Ministry did not feel inclined to 
allow Fritz Glausen to undertake a Journey to Germany, 
as such a Journey was sui*e to mahe a polltieal sen-

During the visits with Himmler political aia^jjecte were 
not broached, and ftirthermore this was made a condition 
by the German Foreign Ministry as longas the the visit 
to Himmler had not been sqtLOticned.

The Deto generally disoussed. these .cuestions with 
PrSsident Kannstein and before the"' latter he, as a' 
rule, took“uF‘‘5Ei^ttltude gDf the DNSAP^ ' and thereby 
the Det. came in opposition to Kannstein. 

In the beginning of 1942 v/hen ’’Germanisohe Leitstelle§ ** 
tried to found a branch id Denmark Under the head of 
SS-SturmbannfUhrer B^aen, the Det, feared a complete 
break v/ith the DNSA?, and that was why he want to 
Berlin to Understantasekretfir Luther in order to 
draw hlo attention to the state of affairs. It » 
appeared that SS had founded the "Germanisohe Leit- 
stelle'* in Copenhagen without having previously in- 
formed the German Foreign Ministry of its intention* 

It having been explicitly prohibited to the SS ( on 
account, a.o, things, of an agreement bQiween Ribbentrop 
and Himmler) to oarry out politioal activities in 
Denamrk, the German Pcreign Ministry immediately put 
in a protest against the SS. This caused the '’Ger- 
manisohe leitstelle*' to be dissolved, but it was so 
only outwardly, as Boy sen stayed in Copenhagen in spite 
of the: j dissoiuticn of the corps. The Waffen SS ex- 
plained this co\irse, aayingvthart Boysen ' was merely t« 
concern himself with the Danish volunteers that al- 
ready were in the Waffen SS. 

In spite of that Sturmbannftthrer Boysen carried out 
politioal work, especially with regard to a'*germanio 
SS", that was t© J)o a Danish SS“-unit under the command 
of Himmler. 

This : .t. . .. unit was not intended to be a war , 

but a purely politioal formation on the basis of the 
Germanic idea, %e plans were energetically counter- 
acted by DNSAP, so they did not obnie to muoh while 
the Det. was in Denmark.

It was the impression of tke Det* that the outward 
reason fO'r the removal of Renthe-Fink from Dexaaark 
was the King s telegram, hut, in fact, 

■ the reports from the Reiohsioherheitshauptamt 
about the state of affairs in Denmark v/ere the real 
reason for a stricter course against Doninarko 

Shortly afterwards.*) the Det. returned to Denmark 
together with Minister Mohr. 

The decision for the appointment of Dr«Best for ■ 
ReichbevollmSchtigte des DeutSohen Reiches in Denmark 
was postponed on account of the fact that the FUhrer- 
hauptquartier had not finally ddoided .whether or not 
the German Foreign Ministry was to remain in Denmark, 

In October 1942 the new oj^lef of the German Wehrmaoht 
in Denmark, .-General yon Hanneken , .arrived in Denamrk, 
During his first visit with Gesandt Barmidon von 
Hanneken olaimed.to have great authorities conferred' 
to him by Hitler , 'also with regard to politioal 
questions# 

Among other things von Hanneken told Barandon that 
der FUhrer had ordered him to inform the Danish Foreign 
Ministry of hla arrival in Denmark by writing a 
note on a piece of paper torn from a note-book. This 
note should be given to an officer , vdilch was done 
accordingly# This act was to symbolise the stricter

Now the Det. was called on by Fritz Olausen, who was 
very nervous md took the rumours of the formation 
of a protectorate very seriously# Fritz Clausen was 
deslreoua of preparing a mememandxim, and he asked the 
Det# to help him to give it the proper German for- 
mulation, which the Det. did accordingly. 

Now Fritz Clausen called on Gesandt Barandon ' and 
handed him the .memorandum, that, was fo ” iEe e f f e o t that 
in case the Germans had really plans of a protectorate 
Denmark, this wotild spoil .any Danish-German, op.-ope- 
ratlon in the future^ and that in this case: it would 
be Impossible to Fritz Olausen and the DNSAP to oon- 
tlnu© their pro-German activities in Danmark, Fur- 
thermore Fritz Olausen emphasized the fact that a 
speedy decision In oonneotlott with .the government . 
crisis was necessary, and the, . personally, he was 
of opinion that any new Danish: gbvei-nment, even formed 
by political opponents, . - 1 r was' to be. ooasl ' 

dered more favourable to the, Danish-German co-operation 
than a protectorate* 

This memorandum Impressed Barandon !^ery deeply hud 
he sent it direptly to Berlin#

When Dr, Dost initiated the negotiation about the 
formation , of a govei^ an' Oopenhagen, he did not 
pay any , attention to the said wishes, and he left

Dr, Best took it upon him to look after the Interests 
of the 3S in Denmark, placing "Gernanlsche Leltstelle**, 
Ersatzkommando **Dhnemark'* and the work of the SD 
under his authority, and simultaneously he issued 
a ban to the effect that no reports must be sent to 
Berlin without his consent,

On a' few opbabidiib . the" Det , wrote to Und©.f btaats sekre- 
thr Luther and b'bmplalne'd ''o espeolally of the 

Inoreasing influence of the 3S, but Luther asked to 
Det, to put up with ‘it. 







At the heginning of ffebruairy 1945 Luther was seat to 
a ooaceatratlon oomp. owing to some statement $he had 
made on the foreign policy carried on by...Rlbbentrop# 

fhe dismissal of Luther from the German Foreign Mi** 
nistry caused the De^r-Hjo-napj^' to Dr«Best vdth a 
aw wish of getting to the front* .Dr, Best allowed 
him to go, end in the close of February the Let*, left* 

One of the reasons for the disputes between the Det* 
and Dr* Best was the /establishment of the Sohalburg-* 
corps intended by- "(rermanlsohe leitstolle”, to the 
effect that the Sohalburgoorps was practically placed 
under the command of the German, SS, whereupon Frits 
Clausen and DNSAP were to be played out, '^he Det* had 
applied to Fritz Olause^i several times and warned 
him against this development* 

Simultaneously the Det* had warned Dr* Best ageiinst 
tranf erring a German police bataillon to Denamrk* 
but Dr, Best took this warning in a bad part and 
maintained that the pclice bataillon was not to have 
any executive task, it merely was to be at hand, which 
hdwever, the Det* did not believe* 

On thie ocdasion Dr, Best intimated to the Det* * that 
the Det* was always trying to work on one line, namely 
a purely Danish national socialistic party, whereas 
SS wished to spread on two lines, vizt the Danish 
National Socialists and SS organisations in Denmark^ 

§115* On the occupation on the 9th of April 194o 
‘’Innere Verwaltung** was established tinder the management 
of Prhsident Kannsteto * whose collaborators were 
Reglerungsdlrektbr Sialmann a nd Regierungsrat Ohantraji\ . 
fhese two collaborators v/ere to look after ptirely! ad- 
mini stratlbe interests. Later on, however, there oamm 
representatives for the the German Staatspolizei,^ 
of whom. the Det, recollects Kiiminalrat Hermansen . 
and later probably Kriminalrat Bunke, Furihermora ' 
there was a^staff of other collaborators, and this 
staff was constantly increased* 

Within the '♦innere Verwaltung'* SS~HauptsturmfUhrer 
Pahl and later pr,We 80 he were employed as reporters 
but'”in reality they'were roprosentatives of Relchsalcher- 
hei t shaupt amt , 

There was no real co«»operatlon between the Det* and 
"innere Verwaltung**., besides that the press conferences 
were atteaded.by a man from **lnnere Verweltxmg**,' -and 
that the Det* discussed questions in connection with 
Danish volunteers and the DNSAP. with .Kannstein^-who 
was at that time the o.hlef leader of the- SS, * 

Also the disputes between DNSAP and ’’Innere VerwaltungVi 
mentioned heretofore as well as the false police re** 
cords, and the like (see § 61) were discussed by .Kahn*’ 
stein and the Det* 

§ 114, Dr. Wesche .only applied to the Det* on one 
occasion, and that was Immediately after the arrival 
of Dr* Wesche. in 1941- in Copenhagen, when he voioed 
a plan of starting a periodical in order to strike 
p nri-t Ah opponents of Germany with strange weapons** * 

The nature of, these weapons he did not specify* As 
a leader of the press department the. Was to place 
money at the disposal of this p 3-an , which, however, 
he refused to do* At this Dr, Wesche was very much 
offended, and since then he had no direct contact 
with the Det,, but the Det, is aware that later on 
Dy, Wesche took great, action egainst the Det.s peraa n.

§ 115» SS“HauptsturmfUhrer Hans Pahl ,. arrived in 
Denmark in 194o it , being his task to represent the 
department of PreihCrr von Lbv/e , and he was only 
interested in sen^'ing repofTs~fo BeaaLin of the 
political development in Denmark* 

Besides he was not very active, and that was supposed 
to be why Dr* Wesohe was sent to. Copenhagen to assist 
him* 

She Det* denies that Pahl should have applied to him 
for co-operation, but being Interested in nows,. . 

Pahl contacted all possible political' personalities 
in Copenhagen in .order to gain suoh information. 

Among others he .contacted SNSAP and IS so as to ob- 
tain the Information he desired as to the • state 
of affairs within the party* 

‘i.'he Let* takes it for granted that Puhl also oon- 
iaoted the leaders of DNSAP in view of the fact that 
Freiherr vom Dbw was perso. Jially Interested in the 
development within the party. 

The Det* ioannot say if the contact between DNSAP 
and LS on the one side and Pahl on the other was 
established before the oooupatlon. 

The oonneotion between Pahl and DNSAP had no posi- 
tive aim - as far as the Det< is oonoerhed - Pahl 
being only deslreous of news, whereas the Det.s cprpper 
operation with DNSAP was more useful to the party, 
as the Det. was merely interested in the work-in oonne 
connection with party, and furthermore the Det* had 
1 helped to procure financial support for 
the party* 

Pahl was very irritated at the Det.s influence with 
DNSAP, as the Dot. represented the German . For elgn Mini- 
stry, that was regarded with criticism by the SS* 

Pahl quickly realised that the tendency of the Det.s 
work was to prevent other geman i.; t) • •“ 

organisations from occupying themselves w^th the S 
DNSAP, which caiteed the relations between the Det* 
and Pahl to be very strained. 

The Det. is aware that it has. always been the object 
of Pahl, throiigh the influence of the SD, to keve 
the Det, removed from Denmark* 

The Det. has not contacted Pahl, either before ov 
after his stay in Dexuaark* 

§116, Freiherr von LUw met the Det* at the time when 
£e 7 . T- in 1955 ^ worked as a journalist - at Flens- 
borg.Von Ibw was t^en employed in the SS at KIED. 

The Det, became acquainted with, von Lbw through 
Wilhelm Lbyieke r . vdxo was a BahnfUhrer for Httlerr 
jttgend ai Fiehsbprg and a brother of the later 
SS-ObersturmfUJirer Heinrich Lbnneker. 

At this first meeting the Det* aud von Lbw discussed 
the disputes within the German Voiksgruppe in South'esm 
Jutland* These disputes were -Very vexing, ther^ being 
5 or 6 disputing parties in Southern- Jutland, among 
others Dyrlage' Mbller f.veterenafy siirgebn) and 
Jep Nissen* 
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In 1936 the Deto arrived In Beiiin.After the Det*8 
arrival his brother,, who was at that time living at 
fflensborg, vtas sent to a oonoentrQtldh oamp, and 
in order to have his brother released, the Det* went 
to Kiel to re(iue3t, for the assistance of von lbw» 

Freiherr von LbW promised to do, whatever he could, 
but. as the case against the Det»s brother was to be 
treated In Berlin, he could do nothing. 

During the time from the first meeting at Fleasborg 
till the time when the Det, went to Kiel to ask for 
the afesiatanoQ of Von Ddw, the Det, had had no con- 
tact whatsoever with von Ldw, 

Afterthia the Deto. had no contact with von L‘dw or 
other persona within the SD, till von Ldw came to 
Berlin In 1958, In Berlin he only superficially oon- 
taoted von Ldw, and there was no question of oo-ope- 
ration. 

The the manintains that , as far as he remembers, 
he only on a single occasion had a Conversation vdth 
von Ldw« This was at a lunch. 

In 194-0 von Ldw in Berlin, within the Reichsioher- 
heits-Hauptamt, came to be concerned with SoandiKa-" 
vian affairs, and- hereby he aquirod his first real p 
position as a chief of Section 111 B, 

§ 117 B After the occupation of Denmark V’on Ldw often 
vifil ted Denamrk, for the purpose of studying. During 
these visits he had some talks with various political 
personalities, as for instance Frits Clausen, Hartel, 
Sehested and probably H,C,Bryld» " A'Sxrthemore the 
Det# is aware that von iSw had some dlsousslons about 
economical questions with Dlrektijr Juncker , Aarhus, 

During these visits to Denmark von IBw always attended 
the German lection that waslnterestod in learning 
about von Ldw s activities in Denmark andabout his 
impression of the political development. During 
these conversation von Ldw proved to be a very moderat 
man, and Renthe>«Plnk appreciated his opinion very 
highly. 

During these visits to the legation von LUw and the 
Det, often dlsoussed the result of von Idws travels 
to Denmark, 

First and foremost the Det* hinted at the Germanic 
policy of ’^Germanisohe Leltstelle** in order to be 
supported by von Ldw, at any rate, as he thoi^ght von 
Ll5w capable . of making remonStranoes \vlth the SS-or** 
ganisation. Also at these talks it was the impression 
of the Det, tthat von Lbw preferred the line of the 
German Foreign Ministry to the ultra line of the SS, 

Besides these questions the Det, hintes at hlq re- 
lations with Pahl and Dr*Wesohe, saying that it was 
his impression that these two perse. ns were plotting 
-against the Det.s person, but von ,I«w Ignored this 
question, saying that It was certainly not so bad 
as t hat* 

116* During the Det#s various visits to Berlin 
e oocasionally talked with von Ibw, and in such 
cases they disousaed affairs of the SS, as the Det, 
considered von LSw capable of assisting him in these 
questions. He is Aware that at dme time they die- 
cussed the Free dorps Denmark, the DNSAF in Denmark 
and other similar questions, 
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After the Dot « 8 depaitture from Denmark ia February 
1945»he has only called, on von Ldw two times in order

SS-SturmhannjPUhrer Boyson reproached the Det, for 
associating privately with semi-Jews, He was hinting 
at Mrs, Juel, nee Sohmlgelow, 

Axel Juel resigned his job as an S, A, leader in 1942 
on aoooimt of the fact that he could not manage the 
dispute about the "HCveltegaard" school. 

The Dot, is of opinion that before the war Axel Juel 
has supported the "Fddrolandet" and the party flnan- 
oially* 

Having withdrawn as an S, A, leader, Axel Juel had 
nothing to dij^i^rty work, 

§ 1^?« The Det, entered into oonnectioa with H, 0, 

Bryld in the auttunn of 1939 after the Det. a arrival 
in Copenhagen, and at that tome they very frequently 
disoussed the **FSdrelandet**, and it was though Bryld that 
he contacted Frits Clausen and other persons within 
the party. 

The Det, states that ho has associated' privately to 
some extent with H,C, Bryld, During Whitsuntide 1942 
the Det, together with his .wife and his brotherrln- 
law, Assessor Sohilf, who was killed in notion in 
Italy later on, visited H«C, Bryld at "Rask MSlle" 

The work of H,C,Bryld for the "Fddrelandet" and later 
on his aotlvitios as a propaganda leader for the laiSAP, 
had the effect that the Det ~ in the time from 194o- 
41 and till he resigned - had a lot of talks with 
Bryld, as well about press- as about propaganda matters. 

With regard to the economical support to the '*FSdre- 
landet", the Det. explains that H,C, Bryld was the 
person who - previous to the svipport from "Mundus 
A,G, " - ,ln his oapaoity of an accountant for the 
"FSdrelahdeV’ furnished the Det, with information 
asto the economical situation of the paper. 

Re C.O, JbRGENSEN: . § 1M». With regard to C.O.Jbregnsen, land-owner, 

(Proprietor), the Det, states that from the German 
side he was very highly appreciated on aooount of his 
oapaoity as an expert on farming. He was a leader of 
the '^Bondekontoret" (farming office), and simultaneous- 
ly he, had a close ooatact .wlth Knud Bach, 

In oase of visits by Seiohsdeutsche experts in the 
fifijld of farming, It was a general rule , that Gesandt 
von Renthe-Fink invited 0,0, Jbrgonaen. in order that 
German farmers might have an opportunity of discus- 
sing praotloal questions with him. , 

In case the legat'ion received information from the 
"iLandbiugsraadet"/ C,0, Jbrgensen was generally 
questioned simultaneously. 

Personally the Heaman Provision Minister Baohe rated 
0,0,Jargensen very highly, as he regarded him a 
qualified Danish expert on farming,, fit for greater 
tasks, and that was iihyf. In the autumn of 1942, the 
Germans hit bn the idea of regarding him as an object 
of the office of Agricultural Minister. 

The Det, 3 l^owledge of O-O-jargensen is confined to 
the meetings at the legation in Copenhagen,

§ 129, The Det, maintains that he has not received 
information of political or other questions through 
others than the aforesaid persons, and none of these 
persons, received any salary for the information they 
gave. 

§ 13o, Re Gustav MeiSsner Ma^or Carl ^dersen (Ger- 
many December 1st 1094) explains that Meissner has 
never contacted the Abwehr, and he maintains having 
prohibited his oollaboratofs to oommuniOate in any 
way vrf-th Meissner, as he regarded him as having a 
bad character and, as being a Naai-profiteer, and in 
Wehrmaoht oircl.es there was an opposition against 
a young man like Meissner meddling with high policy, 
it being obvious that Meissner associated with 
Danish polltloi^s. 

Furthermore the chief of the Abwehr, KommandbrJcap- 
Ifajn Ho woldt had prohibited the staff of Abwehr to 
communibaie with Meissner, 

Carl Andersen* the detainee, maintains that he was 
not able to give information re Meissner s activi- 
ties in Denmark or elsewhere, but he is of opinion 
that Kriminalrat Hermahsen , who hasbeen employed under 
"innere Ve rwaltung ' a-K ^e legation in Copenhagen, 
will be in a position to give information about 
Meissner, 

CONCLUSION* From the interrogation it appears that at a very 

early time of his career Gustav Meissner has been 
Naai-minded, having been a member of S«A, , Hi tier- 
augend and DNSAP, 

After his engagement as a press-attache in Copenhagen 
he displayed very eager political activities and 
contacted both Nazi ohd social democratic circles 
in, Denmark, 

Meissner had realised that DNSAP v;as too small a 
party to have any vital influence on Dar.,tsh policy, 
and therefore, he tried to obtain ocjntaot with the 
Danish Labour Movemeht in order to propacandise for 
an .anti-Geiiaan ooncepticn of things. 

To some extent his pDlltloal activities, in Denmark 
were influenced by this disputes, with the SS-orga- 
nisatibna. 

As the protftge of tJndea^staatssekretSr luther, Meissner 
' was very difficult; td renibye;, and it was only after 
the arrival of Dr^Bost iii Denmark, and after Under- 
8 1 &a 1 8 sekre thr Luther •had' b©®h sent t o a o dncent r a- 
tion camp, that Meissner realised that .he could 
not keep his position any longQf, and' that was the 
reason why he Joined up at the front.
